A year behind rebel lines in El Salvador 


A doctor sees 


By BARBARA ERICKSON 


L CERRITO — Dr.. Charles 

Clements saw it in Vietnam; 

now he sees it again in El Sal- 
vador, But this time, he is on the 
other side, treating civilians inside 
guerrilla areas instead of flying cargo 
planes for the U.S. Army. 

In an El Cerrito home this week, 
Clements spent more than an hour 
describing his experience behind 
rebel lines. Many in the audience had 
been to Central America, some as 
visitors on a program run by an East 
Bay coalition of churches. 

Clements, a Quaker, was cautious 
in his comments, confining his obser- 
vations to his own experience during 


many similarities to Vietnam 


the past year in the country’s Guaza- 
pa region, where anti-government 
forces are in control. 

But in spite of his caution and his 
quiet demeanor, the U.S. Air Force 
Academy graduate was strongly criti- 
cal of the U.S. role in El Salvador. 

Clements has more than 50 C-130 
missions to his credit, the result of his 
war years in Southeast Asia. By 1970, 
however, he had grown disillusioned 
and told his superiors he would not 
fly any more missions. 

They responded, he said, by con- 
fining him in a psychiatric hospital for 
10 months. 

When he was discharged, Clements 
earned a medical degree and a mas- 
ter’s in public health from the Univer-

sity of Washington, and spent a year 
of residency in Salinas before going to 
El Salvador with support from the 
Committee for Health Rights in El 
Salvador, a group based in Salinas 
and Berkeley. 

He soon saw similarities with Viet- 
nam — military advisers, increased 
military aid, and elections to give le- 
gitimacy to a right-wing regime. 

“United States involvement is si- 
milar to Southeast Asia,” he said, 
“but the roots of the struggle are dif- 
ferent.” 

Clements contradicts U.S claims 
that the Salvadoran insurgents re- 
ceive military support from Cuba and 
the Soviet Union.

‘Red’ Berndt retires 
after 26 year career

LBANY — Kingsley “Red” Berndt has done a lot 
more than fight fires during his 26 years in the Al- 
bany Fire Department. 

Berndt, as anyone at the fire station will tell you, is a 
“body and fender man.” Clearly, his talents will be missed 
when he retires from the department later this month. 

Berndt has tinkered with cars, metal and welding tools 
since he was a lad growing up in Berkeley, and worked in 
auto body shops before joining the Fire Department in 
1957. 

Indeed, it was his automotive work that led him into 
the firefighting business. “I was working on this fireman’s 
car one time,” he reminisced recently. “It was a Model A, 
and I was straightening his fenders up, and he kind of 
talked me into taking the examination.” 

The skills he brought into the department proved in- 
dispensible. “I’d work on trucks when they’d smash ’em 
up,” he said. 

Berndt sometimes took on jobs that commercial body 
shops found too tough. Fire Chief Horace “Mike” Koepke 
recalls, for instance, the case of the 1941 Seagreave fire 
engine that had an accident at San Pablo and Marin. 

“No body shop would touch it,” Koepke said, because 
the vintage machine was made of such heavy metal. So 
Berndt got his tools from home and went to =

communities will sharply increase and the effective han- 
dling of cases, particularly criminal cases, adversely affect- 
ed.” 

George Brunn, presiding judge of the Berkeley-Al- 
bany Municipal Court, opposed Hing’s plan. 

“There is a deceptive simplicity about the notion to 
‘merely’ combine our Municipal Courts into one or two 
districts without for the time being closing any local court,” 
Brunn said in a letter to Hing. ‘‘To bureaucrats, such a step 
looks like a simplification: they would deal with fewer 
courts. In reality, it is a complication likely to create more 
bureaucracy, to cost more and to lead to less effective ad- 
ministration of justice.” 

Although Hing has stepped back from his initial pro- 
posal, he still bristles at the criticisms voiced by the judges. 
He said many of them ‘‘may not be substantiated,” 

Hing said “‘a reasonable amount of support is needed 
to make the concept work.” He had virtually no support. 

“T hope this puts the issue to rest so we can spend our 
time trying to run a court instead of pursuing apparitions,” 
Brunn said. 

While failing at trying to close courts, the county ad- 
minstrator is now proposing a budget cap on the net costs 
of the Municipal Courts. In 1982-83, that was about $21 
million. 

“The county’s financial future is serious and uncer- 
tain,” Hing said. “Your board has approved a countywide 
hiring freeze and has authorized developing layoff proce- 
dures because of this. At the same time, the county is faced 
with increasing law and justice costs and requests for addi- 
tional resources.” 

So far this year, the courts have received an additional 
$460,000 in appropriations and 11 more clerical positions. 
Still pending is a request from the Fremont court for 23 
more positions. 

“We can’t put a cap on crime and civil litigation,” 
Brunn said. “‘It just isn’t very realistic.” 

Hing said the board may be able to carry out most of 
his plans without closing courts just by tightening purse 
strings. He also noted that while the county has sole finan- 
cial responsibility for enforcing payment of fines and for- 
feitures, it receives only about 20 percent of the revenue. 

The county’s Municipal Courts are in Berkeley, Oak- 
land, Alameda, Hayward, Fremont and Livermore.

Lots of cheese available 
for West County’s poor

he final snags have been eliminated from a plan to 
4 distribute an unprecedented amount of surplus gov- 
ernment cheese and butter to West Contra Costa 
County’s needy. 

Some 500,000 pounds of cheese and 268,000 pounds of 
butter will be distributed Thursday, April 14 and Sunday, 
April 16 and those eligible to share in it — technically, at 
least — include the entire city of San Pablo. 

Leveron Bryant, administrative assistant to the Rich- 
mond city manager, is directing the effort in conjunction 
with the Interdenominational Ministerial Alliance of Rich- 
mond and the Bay Cities. : 

Bryant said 55 sites have been selected for distribution 
of the commodities throughout West County, whose popu- 
lation, according to the 1980 census, numbers 180,000 
people. 

The distribution plan, said Bryant, calls for each per- 
son to receive five pounds of cheese and three pounds of 
butter. Any food remaining after the two days will be 
turned over to the West Oakland Food Project, he said. 

“We’ve been three months in planning for this,” said 
Bryant. “I think we’ve covered all bases. We have a backup 
plan to get additional commodities to sites whenever they 
run out.” : 

With so much food to give away and such a large area 
to serve, Bryant said the criteria for eligible recipients of 
the surplus food has been made “very lax.” 

All that is required, he said, will be proof of resi- 
dence. 

“We’re not going to hassle anybody,”’ he said. ‘“We’ll 
take it at their word that they are in need of food.” 

The qualifying level for receiving the food, he said, has 
been pegged at 80 percent of the median income baSed on 
the Standard Metropolitan Statistical Average for the San 
Francisco Bay Area, which figures in the neighborhood of 
$20,000 yearly per household. 

“The whole city of San Pablo qualifies, based on me- 
dian income,” said Bryant. 

In order to avoid confusion and possible attempts to 
break into the places where the food is stocked, residents 
will be informed by mail of the distribution sites in their 
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respective areas, said Bryant. 

The distribution program originally had been targeted 
for the end of February, but logistical problems in making 
the commodities available created delays, according to 
Bryant. 

But for political pressure applied on the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture by Rep. George Miller’s office, Bryant 
said the effort might have collapsed. 

John Bateson, assistant director of the Concord-based 
Community Food Coalition, has been strongly critical of 
the surplus cheese and butter giveaways, which at one time 
had been reported to be at a combined level of 1 million — 
pounds in West County. 

“T’m glad to see they reduced the amount,” he said. 
“Tt still seems high, but not as absurd as it originally did. A 
million pounds of cheese and butter for a 180,000 popula- 
tion area defies imagination.” 

Bateson said the Food Coalition dispenses processed 
government surplus cheese and butter to the many food 
pantries and other agencies it serves because of the general 
need for food, but he sees a danger of providing the com- 
modities in overly large amounts. 

“Natural cheese has a high level of vitamins,” he said, 
“but the processing eliminates most of the nutritional 
value. It adds a high content of salt and cholesterol, which 
are potentially harmful to for people with high blood 
pressure or heart disease. 

“Many of the recipients are elderly people who al- 
ready are victims of heart problems,” he added. 

“There’s not much you can do with butter,” he said, 
“other than spread it on bread or use it in a pan for cooking 
purposes.” 


Bateson said the huge surpluses in processed cheese 
and butter are the result of the federal government's dairy 
price support program, which he says is costing $3 billion 
this year.” 

“The government should restore the funds that were 
cut from such programs as food stamps, school lunches and 


_ meals for the elderly and eliminate the dairy price support 


system,” he said. “It just gives tax breaks for the rich and 
the poor get cheese.
